Yet 
there  are  half  a  dozen  poor  working  wo 
mrn  living  in  town  who  were  in  hUeraploy 
and  to  whom  he  was  in  debt  when  bo  tailed 
a  tow  years  ago;  and,  though  he  bat  re 
oovereri  hit  fortune,  he  has  never  remem¬ 
bered  hto  creditor* — not  eves  these  poor 
women,  la  hia  btuioasa  be  does  not  tcru  .

A  VI BIT  TO  THE  COLTTTY  PRISON. 

Mu.  Editor— To  post  tlie  dull  hours 
away.  1  took  aa  occasion  to  viajt  th*  new 
County  Penitentiary,  for  the  first  lime  since 
it  hat  been  occupied  by  prisoners.  Tbe 
Kueper,  Mr.  Jotiu  Vermilyus,  came  to  the 
dour,  aad  after  we  told  him  uur  huiinose-- 
very  politely  showed  os  through  the  Prison'. 
As  wu  walked  along  between  tho  stately 
walls  and  looked  through  tho  gloomy  iron 
doors  of  the  cells,  to  get  a  glimpse  at  th* 
faces  ot  tlie  prisoners  wilhiu  them,  l  tried 
tu  picture  to  myself  the  thoughts  and  feel- 
ings,  natural  to  their  condition.  The  man 
in  tho  first  place-,  ha*  of  corns*,  sacrificed 
overy  manly  principle  that  is  bestowed  up¬ 
on  him  and  lias  become  a  criminal.  Ue  to 
st  first  bewildered.  After  a  little  refleotioo, 
his  past  life  cotoes  up  bafore  him  is  rcaltlf 
and  he  can  look  nock  and  see  what  evil 
habito  have  brought  him  where  he  it,  and 
lie  throws  himself  upon  the  damp  stones 
ot  bis  dungeon,  ab**doa*d  *o  despair. 
The  first  prisoner  we  aew,  was  a  desperate 
tookiug  fellow.  The  keeper  had  hint  out 
uf  hto  cell,  trying  to  fix  a  clock.  Tho  next 
one  we  saw  waa  a  young  uun,  appearing 
uot  over  18  year*rhe  was  silting  iu  hia  Bar- 
row  dungeon,  with  hi*  face  to  tho  light, 
and  appeared  in  a  deep  study.  Ue  remem¬ 
bers  the  time  wb'B  be  liRlo  thought  of 
ever  comiug  here  himself,  aad  of  the  sinful 
influences  that  cast  him  in  prison.  Passing 
on  a  littl*  farther  down  the  row*  ol  cells, 
we  came  upon  a  young  man  of  fine  appear¬ 
ance— a  feeling  ol  sympathy  would  h«v* 
passed  over  (lie  most  hardened,  to  b*v* 
gazrd  through  the  iron  bora,  upon  his  fine 
countenance.  Ue  was  very  whit*  and 
«pcctre  like,  and  much  worn  away  by  his 
long  confinement.  I  thought  the  weary 
lays  pass  on  in  solemn  pace  with  him.  Uk# 
mourner*  to  a  funeral,  aad  be  feels  th* 
•lone  walls  of  his  cell  have  something 
dreadful  in  them.  The  rough,  cold,  damp 
aurlnce  chilli  hit  blond,  As  he  lay*  on  hi* 
couch,  he  hide*  bit  head  liem-ltli  hi*  Coyer- 
let,  and  shudder*  to  think  the  ghastly  cell¬ 
ing  is  looking  down  upon  hint,  and,  per¬ 
haps,  imagines  in  hi*  dreamt,  that  bis  cell' 
bat  become  th*  larking  place  ot  some 
ghost,  or  a  silent  something  horrible  to  see. 
But  hark  !  wbat  was  that  mournful  and 
dismal  sound,  sad  he  spring* from  tus  bed, 
all  iu  a  tremble,  he  iisteut  eg -in,  great 
heavens  !  I  shall  go  m  id,  I  shall  -lull  my 
brain*  out  againvt  the  stone*  o  my  dun¬ 
geon,  And  again  be  falls  on  hto  bed 
moaning  in  despair.  Some  would  say, 
oerhspv  tbe  poor,  deluded  man  will  re¬ 
pent  and  become  a  better,  he  may  become 
h  I  letter  man.  He  tiMy  become  penitent  at 
first,  but  aathe  month*  ana  years  move  on 
he  becomes  frsntio  with  grief,  aoconcevned 
*lK>ut  hit  spiritual  welfare,  sod  forget*  be 
has  a  soul.  At  loaf  the  tow  has  bad  its  re¬ 
venge.  The  door  oi  hi*  ceil  o*ce  more 
creaks  as  it  is  pried  open  on  its  rusty 
hinges.  But  alas,  it  has  been  closed  too 
long  on  hit  hope*  tod  care*.  And  if  hto 
reason  bo*  not  left  Lim,  his  b.-oken  heart 
rosy  flutter  for  a  moment,  when  be  think* 
ol  the  new  world  ip  him,  tliat  he  can 
now  hsvu  hi*  freedom  in,  and  what  it 
wou>d  haw  In-eB  to  him  had  he  not  com¬ 
mitted  the  crime  th*:  hat  deprived  him  of 
lilierty  all  those  long  years.

(Curious  blunder*  on  (time 
points,  you  find  in  some  of  oor  leading 
paper*  )  The  amount  of  cvldexca  brought 
b  -lore  the  court  sgJiiot  passed  jurors,  and 
its  tooceaa  in  unseating  *o  many  ot  them, 
heart  witness  at  once  to  the  energy  and  tlie 
iitilily  of  the  oeuaiel's  labors.  Tlie  prep 
aratmn*  for  this  outride  tabor  werqxontiu 
Ually  visible,  lo  the  examination  nf  jurors
